Meet, Issue Statement 
On Tax Differences 



Meeting in an attempt to clear up 
fiahooLboard-aiuLClvicXeagueJntej^ 
pretations of the high school bond 
issue, the League Wednesday after- 
noon made the following statement: 

"The Lake County, Civic League 
states that since 'there has been 
some confusion about anticipated 
tax increase If the proposed $1,785,- 
000 Antioch High School bond issue 
were to pass on May 9, the League 
will attempt to clarify various fig- 
ures quoted. 

"The League estimate of $38.60 
on a house valued for tax purposes 
at $10,000 is based on the last known 
official assessed valuation of $41,- 
372,220 for the Antioch High School 
district. A good estimate of 1058 
valuation, according to the county 
clerk would set 1958 valuation at 
approximately $51,000,000. 

"THE ESTIMATE of tax rate in- 
crease anticipates approximately 
two years of interest at 3% percent 
would have to be paid on the first 
bond maturity due to the long period 
of time that elapses while taxes are 
being extended, collected and dis- 
tributed. Taxes to retire this Issue 
probably will not be available until 
the early part of 1981. Antioch 
High School board Is estimating an 
additional tax increase on 'close to 
$29 on a house assessed at $10,000. 
This estimate Is based on estimated 
valuation of $54 million for the 1959 
levy year. This is the year that taxes 
for this purpose would first be lev- 
ied. 

"The League stated that if the 
estimate of tax increases are based 
on anticipated 1959 valuation, the 
school board estimate of $20 would 
be accurate."

A large turnout of voters is ex- 
pected j Saturday when the issue of 
a new ,$1,785,000 high school for the! 
Antioch High School district comes 
up for approval or disapproval. Polls 
in i three places will be open from 
noon to 8 p. m, ; " '-;.', 

The much-discussed problem of 
overcrowding in the present high 
school was studied by the school 
board and a group of citizens who 
formed the Citizens' Advisory Coun- 
cil and after considering the prob- 
lem and various solutions, came up 
with a plan for a new building. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD took it 
from there, hired an architect, and 
decided upon a two stage building 
to eventually house about 1,800 stu- 
dents. However, the first stage 
construction will be the only one at 
issue Saturday. It would house 
800-900 students. 

Voters will mark a yes or no to 
a two-part question. The question' 
asks for erection of the building 
and purchase of property on which 
to build it. The site desired is a 
50% acre tract at the southeast cor- 
ner of Loon Lake and* Deep Lake 
Rds., across the street from the new 
Oakland School of the Antioch 
Grade school district. Both sites 
are in Lake Villa township. 

THE PROPERTY is offered to the 
school* board for $20,000 which the 
board feels is a bargain price. Not 
only is it ideal for a building to be 
constructed on, but it lies very near 
the center of predicted population 
growth for the two townships, the 
board says. 

Voting will be in the Antioch 
High School for all residents liyin? 
I in Antioch Township and that part 
I of Newport Township in the hieh 
school district;, in Lake Villa Grade 
School for all residents west of Lin- 
denhurst; andw B. J. Hooper Grade 
School in Lindenhurst for all resi- 
dents of that. village plus the com- 
munity of Millburn. 

It is noted that boundary lines 
have been changed for voting to in- 
clude all Lindenhurst residents 
which is section 24, 25, 36 and parts 
of sections 1 and 2 which are in 
the high school district. Formerly 
some Lindenhurst residents voted 
in the Lake Villa Grade School. 
Maps will be available at all poll- 
ing places so that voters will cast 
ballots in the proper precincts. 

THE BOND ISSUE CALLS for 
issuance of bonds to be paid off in a 
15 year period which would make 
the last payment due in 1975. The 
school board figures that the maxi- 
mum tax increase for each taxpayer 



with acceptance of this issue would 
be 26 cents per $100 valuation. That 
amount will be reached twice dur- 
ing retirement of the bonds. Low-. 
est amount of increase would be S 
cents per $100 Valuation and the 
average, would be 19,8 cents per $100. 

The school board still has! about 
$450,000 to pay on an addition to the 
present school plant Which was 
completed in the early 1950's. That 
issue will not be paid off until 1970. 

The school board claims that 
building of a new structure will be 
the best move economically and edu- 
cationally-_~for the district while 
many opponents have disagreed, 
claiming that an addition to the 
present building would be best. The 
school district owns' several acres of 
land at the present site which was 
purchased for expansion and no one 
has denied the heed of expansion. 

AN INTENSIVE campaign to get 
people to vote yes on Saturday has 
been conducted by the CAC and 
school board. A slide presentation 
has been given before every civic 
and service group in the district 
and numerous mailing pieces have 
been sent out

However, observers have felt that 
the issue will be defeated because 
there is too much agitation against 
the proposal. The complaints heard,

Lindenhurst is served by the best 
water system in the county, says 
Engineer Richard Thacker. It's 
only too bad that the village doesn't 
own the system. 

Ownership of the water system i3 
the first step to getting a much- 
needed sanitary system for the vil- 
lage, members of the newly reor- 
ganized village board heard at a 
special meeting Monday night. And 
because the water system is so good, 
it may be harder to buy. The ma- 
jority of the mains are 8 inches and 
pumping capacity at 400 gallons per 
minute is more than adequate. 

TRACKER LISTED purchase of 
the water system, now owned by 
developer N. H. Engle and Sons, as 
the logical step to a -sewer system 
because of two reasons: it is usually 
the only municipal operation that 
shows a profit; and it is easier to sell 
bonds for sewer construction if the 
water system is owned. 

However, at the present, the vil- 
lage can not consider buying the 
system even if Engle would sell, 
because the village cannot raise 
enough money due to its assessed 
valuation not being high enough. 

Thacker estimated the water sys- 
tem cost $300,000 to develop but the 
village can raise only an estimated 
$111,000 in bonding power at its 
limit of 5 per cent of estimated 
1959 assessed valuation. 

SO IT WILL be about three to five 
years before tho village can consider 
buying the water system at that 
price, Thacker said. But once that 
hurdle is overcome then Linden- 
hurst can begin thinking of tho 
sewer system. 

The engineer outlined four meth- 
ods of financing available to build 
sewer systems and made recommen- 
dations on the value of each. 

The minimum cost of a sewer 
system for the village at its present 
size would be nearly $400,000 but 



thacker stressed that this would pro- 
vide only the barest essentials and 
the least acceptable method of 
treating sewerage. The cost break- 
down he gave was $300,000 for con- 
struction of sewer mains, $42,000 for 
three lift stations, and $20,000 for 
two sewerage oxidation lagoons. 

HOWEVER HE STRESSED that 
the oxidation lagoons meet only 
minimum requirements for sewer- 
age treatment and can not be perma- 
nent. The best method is a sewef 
treatment plant which would cost a 
minimum of $100,000, he said. 

There are only two ways to get 
government money to help in cost 
of sewer construction, Thacker add- 
ed. One is to prove to the state 
sanitary water board that tax rates 
added to taxpayers . would be too 
big a burden, or that the village 
Sewerage is polluting interstate 
waters. However, it would be hard 
to prove that the village is pollut- 
ing waters since it is not near at.y 
interstate streams, Thacker said. 

The value of owning the water 
system was stressed repeatedly by 
the engineer. "You can't sell any 
bond issue now/' he said. But with 
the water system owned, it gives 
the village a talking point, with 
bonding firms besides having an 
agency that provides a 'profit year 
after year. 

THACKER ESTIMATED that 
with an estimated population of 
4,000 which the village could have 
by 1965, the water system would net 
a profit of $16,500 a year. Linden- 
hurst has given the Lindenhurst 
Water Co. a 30-year franchise and 
has an option to buy the system. 

While the village cannot do any- 
thing soon toward purchasing the 
water system or planning the much 
needed sewer network, the board 
will meet again in about a month to 
hear a different view of financing 
by a bonding house representative.

• Officials at) the two local ipottery manufacturers have beep- 
keeping wary eyes on the growing importance of foreign pottery 
in the American ^market. Pottery ;mdde in Germany and more rer 
cently> Japan, has been put on sale in an ever- increasing number 
of U. S. stores. Most of it is sold. at lower prices than American- 
made china. 

The Wall Street' Journal recently, ran a series of articles on 
the threat of foreign competition and how it affects American in- 
dustry. Of particular interest is the disclosure that in one industrial 
city in Japan, the modern equipped pottery plant employs 3,300 
workers turning out ware, most of which is imported into the U.S. 
This country takes approximately half of Japan's total export in 
these wares. 

One reason that most of the foreign-made products are sold 
at lower prices, even thoughcosts of shipping are included, is that 
the economic levels of the U.S. and' the foreign countries are so 
much different. 

In Japan, for example, the average Japanese pottery worker 
earns a little more than $1 per day. An apprentice in a Japanese 
pottery manufacturing firm gets no pay but is supported by the 
skilled potter. 

It must be noted that quality of the foreign made articles are 
excellent — comparable and in some cases better than American- 
made goods. 

As a defense to this foreign competition, targe American manu- 
facturers have established plants in Japan, England, Germany and 
other countries and import their own products to the U.S. in order 
to compete more favorably. However the manufacturer of products 
or even the purchase of foreign products by American industrialists 
and then sold here results in less U.S. employment. Various farm 
equipment manufacturers nave recently started to import tractors 
under their own brand names and sold to farmers here. One of the 
largest American china makers has an arrangement where it im- 
ports china ware under its own American brand name for sale in 
the American market. 

Perhaps the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway will contribute 
to an end to inflation in this country as it at last forces the econo- 
mies of mass production in this country to be equal with the low 
wage levels and standard of living in foreign countries. Perhaps 
very soon we cqn expect that neither this nation nor foreign nations 
wilJ have the greater balance of trade.

All Agree School Bond Issue 
Deserves Good Voter Response 

About the only thing agreed upon by both those against the 
high school bond issue, and those for it, is that every resident should 
get out to vote Saturday. Apparently both sides want to know for 
sure how the people really feel about the $1,785,000 issue. 

The High School Board and the Citizen's Advisory Council 

have conducted extensive promotion on the issue after their study 

and recommendations on the problem. Persons against the issue 

usually have been against it from the start and have refused to 

-have their heads turned by the publicity. 

Regardless of what tne Lake County Civic League says about 
the issue, which may be discounted for a number of reasons most 
important of which is that it is the opinion of one man, we think 
this is basically a good plan. Because of the long range planning 
which is needed and which this is designed for, we think it deserves 
a yes vote. 

We feel it is dangerous to toy around with education, especially 
in a case like this where all agree something must be done. No one 
has denied the need for additional space for the high school. The 
method of getting it is the controversial subject. 

So like both sides in this issue, we too urge a good vote. We 
hope there will be no question about it if the proposal is carried or 
defeated. 



There have been, and will be, no, 
unbalanced budgets in the^Stratton 
administrations. If the appropri- 
ations for. schools and mental health 
do not appear sufficient, it Is well 
to recall that more state money is 
being devoted to these purposes than 
ever before in our state's history. 
Yet, Illinois remains a low tax state. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS will receive 

$111 million dollars more during the 
next 2 years than during the last 
two record years. Mental health in- 
stitutions will have their funds 
raised by almost $40 million. 

But the governor does not content 
himself with requests for money. 
He has outlined, also where the 
money is to come from. First, he 
recommends that the loopholes 
should be plugged in the state "sales 
tax" which should bring in an added 
$10 million in the next two years. 
In addition, he has called for a one- 
half cent raise in the state sales tax 
and for increased taxes on cigarettes 
and liquor. And, there you have it! 

THE BIG JOB OF running our 
state is as simple as running a home, 
if the "boss" has the wisdom to 
recognize the necessities of the 
household and the courage to pro- 
vide a way to pay for them. 

There has been very little criti- 
cism about the expenditures in the 
governor's budget. Still, there are 
plenty of complaints about the plans 
to secure the . necessary revenue. 
Most of the complaints are partisan 
political attacks which will be with- 
drawn when the roll is called. Sure, 
it would be just wonderful to "soak" 
the great, rich corporations with 
some new and untried "income" tax 
(to be passed on to you and me.) 
This makes impressive oratorical 
material. But, does it produce the 
money to pay the bills? That is 
what a housewife would ask. And 
that is what we may ask ourselve*. 

CORPORATION OR, for that 
matter, individual state income 
taxes are not yet for Illinois. Their 
validity, indeed, the constitutional- 
ity of such taxes, has not yet been 
determined. If the opponents of 
Governor Stratton wish to add such 
an unpopular and untried tax bur- 
den, let them assume the responsi- 
bility — (in addition to the "tried and 
tested" plans of the governor — ) to 
finance the needs of our state. 

Let them make such measures ef- 
fective a year hence — if they will — 
so that the Supreme Court may have 
a chance to pass upon any such 
measure before we are asked to rely 
upon it for children's education and 
the care and welfare of mentally 
ill patients. . 

Governor Stratton's last budget 
of 1957 produced a surplus of more 
than $51 million — a phenomenal rec- 
ord. The present budget may not 
be as strong on the credit side, but 
— note this: before the governor's 
budget was presented fo the 7 1st 
Illinois General Assembly, budget 
requests had been trimmed by the 
fantastic figure of more than $312 
million. That represents SOME 
trimming in behalf of the taxpayers! 

It behooves partisans to lay aside 
their oratory — and taxpayers to give 
approval of a sound, balanced 
budget. Does any taxpayer imagine 
that a change of administration 
would "hold the line" on taxes, as 
Governor Stratton has done?

THE MOST OBVIOUS' objection 
is that a similar proposal was 
turned down at the polls last year 
(for $248 million) and there is no 
reason to believe this new and larger 
proposal, would fare any better. 
The people did not vote against 
meeting these needs, but they did 
oppose— and I think properly- 
meeting them other than on a pay- 
as-you-go basis. 

We cannot continue to postpone 
these needs "until the next bond 
issue passes." /These needs are real 
and pressing and they should Be met 
now. j 

Even should this proposal carry, 
it would not be put into effect for 
another two years. Then approxi- 
mately five years would be used for 
actual construction. That means a 
seven-year period is Involved — even 
if the bond issue carries. 
- IF THIS $270 MILLION were di- 
vided into a seven-year period now 
and we tried the sure method of a 
pay-as-you-go basis, it would mean 
spending an additional $38 million 
per year. 

The advantages of doing this are 
several. 

1. We start meeting the problem 
now instead of postponing it. 

2. We would save roughly $135 
million in interest. In a bond issue 
this would be money down the drain. 
We have much better uses for $135 
million than subsidizing a few big 
banks and bonding houses. 

3. The pay-as-you-go method is 
certain. The governor's proposal 
was turned down in 1958 and it may 
be turned down in 1960. 

4. The "bond issue is to be backed 
by a state real estate tax which will 
be levied if necessary. Property 
taxes are already too high and the 
possibility of further increases of 
taxation on property is not one 
which will please the public. 

5. Once you start financing 
needed state projects by bonds, you 
start a snowball that will be ex- 
tremely difficult to stop. It would 
take real courage for a future gover- 
nor to call a halt to this type of 
thing. Once it starts, chances arc 
excellent that each succeeding gov- 
ernor will follow the same pattern 
and each year the state will be pay- 
ing more and more money for inter- 
est instead of spending its money 
on buildings and needed services. 

THE BIG QUESTION in all of the 
above is: Can $38 million come out 
of current state revenue? 

First of all, if a slight tax increase 
of some kind would be necessary to 
meet this on a sound basis, I would 
favor it. 

But I' have spent considerable 
time during the past several weeks 
going over the costs of our state 
government and I am convinced that 
an additional $38 million per year 
can be saved from our. present state 
budget of approximately two and 
one-half billion dollars without 
great difficulty. 

I THINK ANYONE — Democrat or 
Republican — who spends some time 
studying the expenditures of our 
state government would have to 
come to the same conclusion. 

I hope the ranks of those will 
grow who want to meet the costs 
of government now, rather than to 
postpone and enlarge our difficul- 
ties.

Site, Taxes, Enrollment Hike 



Editor's Note: The following 
la the third In a series of ques- 
tions and answers concerning 
the proposed building program 
for Antlocn High School. These 
are questions that have been 
called to the attention of the 
Board of Education. 

Q: Is Our School Adequate for 
the Present Enrollment? 

A: No. Most facilities are in- 
adequate for even today's enroll- 
ment, and many others cannot ac- 
commodate any more students. 
Among these are: 

Library — Too small to meet even 
today's needs. 

Business Education — Needs more 
specialized teaching areas. 

Music — Needs more room even 
today, and negiis facilities especially 
adapted to the teaching of the sub- 
ject^ 

Locker and Shower Room — Over- 
crowded at the present time, and 
cannot handle any increase in en- 
rollment. 

Girls' P. E. Room — Quite crowd- 
ed and cannot meet the instruc- 
tional requirements as set forth by 
the state. 

Heating— The heating plant is be- 
ing used to capacity and cannot ac- 
commodate any additional facilities. 

Homemaklng and Industrial Arts 
—Crowded by even the present en- 
rollment. 

These items cannot be economical- 
ly expanded, and the needs will be- 
come critical in many other depart- 
ments as the enrollments rise. The 
Citizens' Advisory Council has unan- 
imously recommended, and the 
Board of Education has unanimously 
endorsedi-meeting these needs in the

Q: What Qualities Made This

A. This site "was '"selected By "a 
committee from the Citizens Advis- 
ory Council and the Board of Educa- 
tion because the site is close to the 
center* of population of the district, 
because it is served by two excel- 
lent all-weather roads, and because 
the lay of the land is exceptionally 
well suited for school purposes. Itj 
was especially outstanding from a 
cost standpoint: no other site was 
available for less than $1,000 per 
acre; this site costs us but $400 an 
acre, and will cost little to develop. 

Q: How Can the Annual Tax 
Raise Be Figured From Last Year's 
Taxes? 

A: This computation will vary 
from one portion of the district to 
another. Although we all pay the 
same high school tax rate, other por- 
tions of our tax bill (paid to the 
county collector at Waukegan) will 
vary, because we are in different 
grade school districts, villages, etc. 
We might take residents of Lake 
Villa as a typical example. Their 
average annual tax rate increase 
due to this building program will be 
less than 5 per cent of their last 
year's payment to the county col- 
lector.

Selective Service 
Reminds of Registering 

AH young men are required by 
law to register with Selective Ser- 
vice within five days after reaching 
their 18th birthday. A youth fall- 
ing to do so may be declared a de- 
linquent and ordered for immediate 
induction into the army. 

This warning was issued today 
by George Manz and H. D. Black- 
well, chairmen of Lake County 
Local Boards Nos. 150-151. 

Manz and Blackwell pointed out 
that the obligation to register ap- 
plies not only to citizens of the 
United States but also to aliens, ex- 
cept a few exempt by law. Aliens 
not exempt must register within six 
months after entering the United 
States. Men discharged from the 
Armed Forces must register within 
30 days after discharge unless they 
registered previously.. 

A man may register at any Selec- 
tive Service local board, Manz and 
Blackwell said. The Lake County 
board is located at 220 N. Sheridan 
Rd., Waukegan. If away from 
home a man may* register at 1 the 
nearest local board anywhere in the 
United States.

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Tensions between employees and 
the boss can cause damaging emo- 
tional scars to individuals and their 
families, an authority declared 

Wednesday night at the North Shore 
-Hospital lecture series. 

Dr. Bei^ram^SchairnerifTa^New 

York Phychoanalyat and consultant 
to the United Nations on Mental 
Health, stressed that a dominant yet 
prudent boss and stern but fair par- 
ents were a dual requirement for 
emotional health. His talk . was 
eighth in a series of nine on "Emo- 
tional Forces in the Family. 1 ' 

BECAUSE jTHE family's basic 
security depends on continuity of 
employment and income, the rela- 
tionship with one's boss is bound to 
be tremendously charged emotion-! 
ally," Dr. Schaffner said, adding: "i 
. "The boss is the appointed author- 
ity figure in the employee's environ-; 
ment, the person under whose su- 
pervision he spends at least eight 
hours every day, the largest seg- 
ment of his waking life, 

"All early problems regarding a 
father or other authority, or achieve- 
ment, competence and the like, arc 
apt to be rekindled and manifest 
themselves in relationship to the 
personality of the boss — these may 
arise from the difficult behavior or 
personality problems of the boss." 

Dr. Schaffner pointed out that 
whether the boss is a good or a poor 
leader (authority figure), he might 
let off a chain reaction of emotional 
stimuli in the employee, his family 
and associates by his "bogs-isms". 
He explained: 

"A GOOD AUTHORITY figure 
can recognize his own limitations 
without embarassmejH, tolerate the 
inevitable frustrations of leadership, 
set sensible goals, and recognize the, 
differences .among his various em- 
ployees. Through actions and influ- 
ences (boss-isms) he will have a 
good effect on the self-confidence 
and emotional health of the em- 
ployee. 

"The poor authority (authoritar- 
ian personality) usually presents 
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himself to others as omnipotent and 
omniscient,/ demanding complete 
faith rin 'himself, and unquestioning 
obedience i jv;. His underlying sense! 
of weakness or inadequacy, the in- 
ner junsurcness- to which he is not 
reconciled, requires him to behave' 
in this authoritarian manner. 

i"Thls . latterity pe of boss rarely! 
reveals his true feelings of unsure- 
nesa to . hi a subordinates, does not 
secure,, {cooperation or sympathy of 
employees. Instead; subordinates 
are usuajly intolerant vand rebel- 
lious. He j usually '.cannot aid em- 
ployees In solving their personal and 
emotional problems at work. He is 
usually so preoccupied with his Own 
uncomfortable feelingstthat he is 
unaware of what goes oii Inside df 
others."^,/ ^ : !} ^ 

Dr. Schaffner made these added 
observations: i ;,,. ~-_.. ■ 

A man's self-esteem must be go 
If he is to remain mentally healthy. 
A boss can make or break this feel- 
ing of assurance and psychologically 
affect the employee's -behavior , to- 
wards his wife, children and friends. 

The -boss, a dynamic force within 
the family, even though technically 
outside its kinship structure, can be 
considered a part of the extended 
family group; 

ATTITUDES LEARNED at home 
in relation to authority, expecta- 
tions, work and satisfactions will be. 
carried directly into' future work 
situations with a future boss. 

Many parents confusedly think 
that to give a child security means 
giving him everything he desires, 
keeping him "frustration-free." Ac- 
tually this makes for a weak, inse- 
cure child unable to cope with life's 
reverses, denials, disappointments. 

Both industry and the family are 
trending toward a return of the 
stricter authority head, the "tough 
boss" . . . The rebellion in the family 
against "spare the rod and spoil the 
child" needs modification. Today 
parents live "under the tyranny of 
their children." Both industry and 
the family require a return of more

THE' YOUNG CHILD needs a 
sense of adequacy and sureness 
within the authority figure upon 
whom he depends. When the au- 
thority figure becomes unsure, vacil- 
lating, inconsistent, afraid to take 
a stand, then the child loses some 
of his sense of security. 

Much of an employee's sense of 
security must depend upon his con- 
fidence in the intelligence, judg- 
ment and soundness of his company 
or in the boss or foreman who di- 
rects him in his job. 

In any work potentially danger- 
ous, when management becomes 
frightened or Unsure, this is reflect- 
ed quickly in morale of employees 
through increase in illness and ab- 
senteeism and decreased produc- 
tivity. 

Dr. Schaffner summarized today's 
trends* 

"WE ARE LIVING in a time of 
change and transition, when author- 
ities — parents and bosses — are un- 
clear as to their roles, their own 
values, their own rights or duties; 
and when their children, small and 
large, are equally unclear about 
their roles and relationships. The 
result is much friction and confu- 
sion. . 

"Consequently, there is a new 
search for solutions . . .. solutions 
which will inevitably restore some 
of the sense of authority from the 
past, but without the excessive au- 
thoritative quality. 

"There is a search going on for 
new forms of authority, which will 
have far more sensitivity to the feel- 
ings and rights of others, with far 
greater tact and wisdom in resolv- 
ing conflicts between those in au- 
thority and those for whom and to 
whom they are responsible."

IN PRESENTING its views of the 
Civic League -'report; the; .CJitizehs' 
Advisory Council made the. follow- 
ing statement:- , • K; ..■"- 
r "In ; ,accor^ance with our policy of 
keeping the voters of* the Antioch 
High School district fully informed, 
the Citizens' Advisory Council wishr 
es to try to clarify a few points of 
misunderstanding which may have 
arisen concerning Saturday's school 
election. Several of our citizens 
have asked us the following ques.- 
tions, and we have outlined a truth- 
ful and complete answer to each: 

QUESTION: Could the district 
save $16,000 by. using a revised debt 
retirement schedule, which would 
pay off the bonds in 15 years instead 
of the 16 years reported to be adopt- 
ed by the board? - 

"Answer: This report was er- 
roneous. The board has adopted a 
15-year plan. Of course, an even 
shorter plan would save interest. If 
we retired the bonds all in one year, 
we would save a lot of interest. But 
the board tried to strike a happy 
medium between interest costs and 
tax rate, since it takes a higher tax 
rate each year to pay the bonds off 
in fewer years. We adopted a 15- 
year schedule, which creates an 
average 17% cent tax raise as the 
best combination. 

"QUESTION: There have been 
conflicting reports of the capacity of 
the present high school, from 600 to 
776. Which is correct? 

"Answer: 600 to 650 is considered 
a 'reasonable capacity.' This has 
been determined by the Advisory 
Councill after consultation with edu- 
cational experts from Northwestern 
University, the State Department of

VAhsjtver: No. "The Citizens' 'Ad- 
visory Council studied the problem, 
consulted with experts! from; North- 
western StJniversity 1 -and from the 
State Department . of Public Instruc- 
tion, and then made a unanimous' 
recommendation, which the Board 
accepted. With the aid of on archi- 
tect, the Board determined ^-the 
building costs. * • 

"QUESTION: ^Has the possibility 
of a unit system been. a controlling 
factor in the size of this bond issue? 

'Answer: No. The remote possi- 
bility of an immediate unit forma- 
tion, or the more possible later for- 
mation of a unit, was considered by 
the Council and Board, and the so- 
lution was intended to be flexible 
enough to serve the district proper- 
ly, whether or not there should ever 
be a unit. But the new building 
was not planned unduly large with 
that in mind. In fact, it is expected 
that additional facilities will have to 
be provided later, as enrollments 
exceed those for which reasonable 
current plans can be made. 

"QUESTION: Does the Jtoard 
expect to get a favorable bond sale 
on the current tight money market? 

"Answer: The bonds will be sold 
as soon as there is a favorable bond 
market, or when the money is need- 
ed, whichever is sooner. It may be 
best to sell the bonds in two or 
more sales. The board intends to 
watch the market with care, and 
take competitive bids on the bonds. 
The voters can be sure that the 
board will accept nothing but the 
lowest possible net interest cost bids.
